INSURANCE ACTS COMMITTEE 
OF THE B.M.A. 


A meeting of the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee was held on April 10 under the 
chairmanship of Dr. E. A. Gregg. Suit- 
able reference was made from the chair to 
the deaths of Sir Henry Brackenbury, who 
was described as the creator of the com- 
mittee, and Dr. E. R. Fothergill, to whom 
was due the original stimulus whereby 
insurance practitioners were brought 
together. 


Application for War Bonus 


The draft memorandum for submission 
to the Ministry of Health in support of 
an application for a war bonus for insur- 
ance practitioners, which had been revised 
after consideration of the observations of 
Panel Committees, was then placed before 
the meeting. Among the points empha- 
sized was that a large number of people 
who were formerly private patients were 
now included in National Health Insur- 
ance. It was also thought that reference 
should be made to the increased amount 
of attendance now required for insured 
women, especially married women. 
working long hours in factories: and 
again to the attendance required for 
patients discharged on health grounds 
from the Services. The additional work 
in respect of this class of patient was 
recognized in the last war by a special 
attendance fee. After various other 
points had been raised and the memo- 
randum adjusted, it was suggested that 
legal .assistance should be obtained. It 
was agreed that the memorandum should 
be submitted for legal criticism and sug- 
gestion. 


Government Consultation with Profession 


Following upon the last meeting of the 
committee, when the resentment of Panel 
Committees and of insurance practi- 
tioners throughout the country at the 
Government's recent action in increasing 
the insurance income limit without prior 
consultation with the body representative 
of insurance practitioners was conveyed 
to the Ministry, with a request that a 
specific assurance should be given that the 
Minister would return to the precedent 
established in 1916 and consult the Insur- 
ance Acts Committee on all such occa- 
sions, it was now reported that such 
specific assurance had been given. The 
letter read as follows: 


“The Minister has noted the two resolu- 
tions set out in your letter of February 19, 
and is prepared to give the assurance asked 
for in so far as any proposed changes in 
the National Health Insurance Acts or 
regulations thereunder’ affect insurance 
medical practitioners. As you are no doubt 
aware, such changes are proposed from time 
to time which in no way affect medical 
practice.” 

Other Business 


A communication from the secretary 
of the Southport Panel Committee stated 
that a number of secondary school 
boys and girls were employed at the 


Post Office and elsewhere for about 
a fortnight during the 1941 school 
holidays, and in this way became 
insured as juvenile contributors. The 
technical position is that juveniles enter- 
ing into National Health Insurance, even 
for one week only, remain entitled to 
medical benefit until they are 16 years of 
age. It was agreed to submit this point 
to the Ministry. 

The Glasgow Panel Committee re- 
quested that the elections of Panel Com- 
mittees be resumed, and it was agreed to 
suggest to the Ministry that Panel Com- 
mittees wishing to do so be permitted to 
arrange for elections. 

The Executive wa’ asked to look into a 
suggestion made by the Kent Local 
Medical and Panel Committee urging 
some form of publicity aiming at giving to 
the Press current information on medical 
needs and achievements, and asking the 
1LA.C. to explore the possibilities of 
obtaining wider publicity even now, 
despite wartime difficulties. 


THE B.M.A. AT WORK 
EYESIGHT OF WAR FACTORY WORKERS 


The setting up of the National Eye 
Service thirteen years ago was a piece of 
public work of which the Association has 
every title to be proud. It arose out of 
the widespread feeling that the practice 
vf sight-testing by other than qualified 
medical practitioners was not in the best 
interests of the public. Had it not been 
for the war this service would have gone 
on to make new records, but it has, of 
course, suffered from the fact that many 
ophthalmic medical practitioners, like 
others, have joined the Forces, and the 
staffs of dispensing opticians, who hold 
licences from the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board which runs the service, 
have been depleted from the same cause. 
Even so, the number of persons examined 
—Approved Society cases, Hospital 
Saving Association cases, and  non- 
insurance cases—has shown a satisfactory 
increase every month of the last six over 
the corresponding month of the previous 
year. 

One difficulty has arisen from the very 
success of the movement, for during the 
first year of the war over 165.000 Army 
cases were dealt with under the scheme, 
and this had the effect of stripping the 
dispensing opticians of essential stocks 
and delaying the fulfilment of civil needs. 
But the circumstance was an outstanding 
justification of the service in that the eye- 
sight of the Army was not left to 
medically unqualified people. Maybe a 
sight-testing optician will give correct or 
useful glasses in three cases out of four, 
but the fourth may be a case that he does 
not recognize as one needing medical 
treatment ; so the danger of non-medical 
eye work is serious. 


Inconsistency 


This being the position, it was with a 
good deal of surprise that the Ophthalmic 


Group Committee of the Association 
learned at its recent meeting that while 
the eyesight of those in the fighting 
Services is being looked after by medically 
qualified persons, this is thought to be too 
good—or at all events impracticable— 
for those engaged in production in the 
ordnance factories under the Ministry of 
Supply. The Ministry is employing sight- 
testing opticians to attend at the factory 
and give prescriptions to correct optical 
defects. The prescriptions are taken by 
the worker to any optician on the register 
of the Joint Council of Qualified 
Opticians, who supplies glasses on the 
national health insurance scale. The 
factory pays for the examination and the 
worker pays for the glasses. The instruc- 
tions add that there are certain patho- 
logical conditions of the eye with which 
opticians are not able to deal, though 
qualified to detect, and that these cases 
must be referred back to the factory 
medical officer, who, if necessary, will 
seek authority to consult an ophthalmic 
surgeon. But the phrase “ qualified to 
detect,” of course, begs the question. 

Inconsistency may be, as Emerson 
remarks, the virtue of great souls, but it is 
a vice in administration. It is quite an 
absurd anomaly that while, for example. 
the members of a gun crew should have 
their eyesight properly attended and safe- 
guarded, the men at the engine lathe or 
the drilling machine, the forge or the 
gun-press, should be left to a medically 
unqualified service. 


Meeting the Situation 


It appears to have been the view of 
those responsible for medical advice to 
the Ministry of Supply that ophthalmic 
practitioners and their auxiliaries, the dis- 
pensing opticians, were depleted in 
numbers to such an extent as not to be 
able to afford the necessary service ; but 
surely the ranks of sight-testing opticians 
are also depleted. At any rate. the 
National Ophthalmic Treatment Board 
was never approached, and when it did 
learn the position it had the greatest diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the number of 
factories to which these _ instructions 
apply, their location, and the extent of 
the work which would be required, and in 
the absence of such information definite 
proposals are not easy to formulate. 

Nevertheless, the chairman of the 
Group Committee, Mr. Bishop Harman, 
produced to the meeting a scheme for 
carrying out an emergency eye examina- 
tion by ophthalmic medical practitioners, 
providing in the first place for a quick 
sorting-out of subjects, and then for the 
examination of the eyes of those who 
failed to pass the sorting-out test and 
special provision for very “near” 
workers. The scheme secured a con- 
siderable measure of approval, and a 
committee was set up to examine it and 
similar schemes and to form a deputation 
to the Ministry. This is not a minor 
issue. It imperils the service built up so 
carefully and conscientiously during 13 


years.

“ Vested Interest in Disease ” 

Sir.—Ata recent meeting of the “ Brains 
Trust” the question regarding the advisa- 
bility or otherwise of a National Medical 
Service was discussed, and the net result 
was neither very enlightening nor very 
learned. 

I strongly deprecate the constant refer- 
ence to the “vested medical interest in 
disease.” Catch phrases are always 
insidious and frequently convey a quite 
erroneous impression. Have lawyers a 
vested interest in the administration of the 
law, bankers in banking, farmers in 
supplying the necessary food to sustain 
life, etc.? Apparently it is only the 
medical profession whose alleged vested 
interest is open to suspicion, and yet no 
body of men has ever done so much to 
lessen its own work by discovering and 
practising methods to prevent disease. 
The “distinguished physician” was not 
very helpful. 

The ancient statement that the Chinese 
only pay to be kept healthy was brought 
forward, as would naturally be expected. 
My invariable answer to that is that such 
a scheme would be of financial benefit to 
the profession, as a rigid scale of rules 
would be drawn up, with an appropriate 
fine for every broken rule. Evolution is 
always with us, and the medical profes- 
sion Is not and never has been against 
change, but revolution is quite another 
matter. 

The medical profession has in the past 
looked after the interests and welfare of 
the human body far more efficiently than 
Parliament has looked after the interests 
and welfare of the body politic. Why, 
therefore, put the more efficient under the 
control of the less efficient? It is the 
lack of moral courage to face realities that 
has been largely responsible for the 
present cataclysm, and I do hope the 
medical profession will not be so spine- 
less, but will fight courageously for the 
best interests of the public, without fear 
or favour, and will not be jockeyed into 
a course they do not whole-heartedly 
approve. Some change must be made, 
but see that it is one of evolution, not 
revolution.—I am, etc.,

Doctors’ Part in Post-war Planning 

Sirn,—Your correspondent Dr. A. H. 
Gregson (Supplement, May 2, p. 70) 
postulates a formula that it is impossible 
to reject in common-sense planning. No 
change in the nation’s medical! service 
alone will bring about this requisite state 
of affairs—the improvement in the living 


conditions of the masses—-without a back- 
ground on the lines indicated by Dr. 
Gregson, and also on previous occasions 
by Dr. Torrens. But to impose this 
opinion upon the politicians, controlled as 
they are by the party machines, which in 
turn are controlled by vested interests, 
looks well-nigh an impossible task. Only 
by the B.M.A., as the representative body, 
being able to speak, negotiate, and act on 
behalf of an overwhelming majority of 
the profession will there be any likeli- 
hood of this desirable state of affairs 
being attained. 

At the moment the B.M.A. has, it is 
understood, 40,000 members. But who 
would for a moment believe that the 
Association represented the views of 
25%? That is the rub. No direct 
blame can be attached to the B.M.A. 
The fault lies entirely in the lethargy of 
the average practitioner. Once that 
lethargy is tackled, and he is made 
medico-politically minded, then the 
negotiating power of the Association will 
count for something in the minds not 
only of the politican and of the civil 
servant but also of the public, always so 
suspicious of “expert” advisers.—I am,
